‘Numerous Witnesses to Con- 
tradict Essential Parts of Or- 
chard’s Confession — Federal 
Judge Summons Standard Oil 
Chiefs to Tell of Profits—Knox 
Assails Radical Federal Con- 

' structionists — British Com- 
mons Vote to Consider Plan 
For Reducing House of Lords. 
French Wine Growers. Revolt 
Crushed—New York to Have 
Monorail System—Cornell- and 
Yale Winners.

Witnesses Contradict Orchard. 

The motion of counsel, for the de- 
fense in’ the trial of W. “D. Haywood 
at Boise, Ida., charged with causing 
the murder of former Governor Steu- 
nenberg, that the jury be instructed 
to acquit on the ground that no testi- 
mony had been submitted directly con- 
necting the defendant with the crime 
was overruled by Judge Wood, and 
the opening address for Haywood was 
made by Lawyer Darrow. Darrow 
said they. would bring witnesses to 
disprove every 
material part. of 
the Orchard con- 
fession and that 
Haywood him- 
self would take 
the stand in his 
own defense. In 
homely phrase he 
recounted the 
formation and 
growth of the 
Western Federa- 
Clarence S. Darrow. tion of Miners, 
noting the fact that its first counsel 
was Lawyer Hawley, of the present 
prosecution, and entered a general de- 
nial of the charge of a policy or con- 
spiracy to do murder and violence in 
pursuit of its ends. They would show 
that Orchard was not near the Sulli- 
van and Bunker Hill mill at the time 
of the explosion which he said he 
caused, that Orchard was in the em- 
ploy of the Mine Owners’ association 
and in constant communication, with 
its detectives, that he deceived Moyer 
and used Pettibone as a banker for 
his gambling profits.and that he was 
known to have a private grievance 
against Steunenberg. All the pay- 
ments to Simpkins. would be shown to 
have been in the regular order of 


~ Simpkins’ work as an organizer for the 


federation. 

The very first witness, Mrs. King. 
who kept a boarding house at Cripple 
Creek, told of meetings there between 
Orchard and K. ©. Sterling, detective 
for the mine owners. _Dr. McGee told 
how this detective had called off the 
dogs after the Independence explosion, 
saying that he knew all about who did 
the deed, Many former acquaintances 
of Orchard testified to his haying ex- 
pressed hatred of Steunenberg  be- 
cause the latter drove him out of the 
&tate and thus prevented .him from 
holding on to his share of the rich Her- 
gules mine. .W. F. Davis, who accord- 
ing to Orchard had Ted the men in the 
attack on the Bunker Hill-Sullivan, de- 
nied that he went to Wardner that day 
and had not met Orchard at that time. 
Editor O'Neill of the Miners’ Magazine 
said he and not Haywood was respon- 
sible for the editorials and on cross 
examination admitted that the maga- 
zine expressed satisfaction over the re- 
moval of Steunenberg as an enemy of 
organized labor. 

Edward Boyce, former president of 
the federation, who while serving a 
sentence In the jail at Boise helped to 
found the organization, but who. latter- 
ly has become a wealthy mine owner, 
said the object of the. organization was 
to influence legislation favorably to the 
miners, who are at the mercy of the 
proprietors. On cross examination he 
admitted to making the speech advis- 
ing union men to organize rifle clubs, 
and he justified this on the ground of 
the inhuman treatment accorded to 
miners and their families by the troops. 
W. W. Rush, an engineer on the Flor- 
ence and Cripple Creek road, told of 
conferences Detective Scott had had 
with him. about the best place to have 
a train wreck happen. 


Holmes Defends Himself. 

The motion to acquit having been 
overruled In the trial of Edwin 8. 
Holmes, former assistant. statistician 
of the agri¢ultural department, for sale 
of crop reports, Holmes took the stand 
in his own defense. He directly 
contradicted the testimony of Broker 
Van Riper as to the giving of signals 
to confederates by the height of his 
office curtain. He.said he had no re- 
lations with Theodore Price except to 
try to interest. him in a private crop 
report venture, 


Kidnaped Boy Murdered. 

New Orleans and the entire country 
have been shocked. by the disclosure 
of a murderous Black Hand society 
of Italians which has long levied black- 
mail on wealthy citizens of New Or- 
leans, several of the band having been 
arrested in connection with the kid- 
naping of Walter Lamana, an Italian 
boy whose body later was found cut 
in pieces according to the threat made 
if the $6,000 ransom were not paid.

Oil Trust Cases Pending. 

The state of Ohio rested its case 
against the Standard Oil company at 
Findlay, and the court denied the mo- 
tion of the defense for instruction to 
acquit. The defense then began ex- 
amination of witnesses. 

Judge Landis in the federal district | 
court at Chicago ordered that all re- 
sponsible officers of the Standard be 
subpoenaed in order to give him {n- 
formation as to.the earnings of the 
trust, on which to base the amount of 
fines to be imposed pursuant to the re- 
cent..conviction on the charge of using 
illegal freight rates. 

At Austin, Tex., was begun the con- 
test of the state of Texas for the recog- 
nition of the receiver appointed by the 
state for the Waters-Pierce Oil com- 
pany. In the appellate court Attorney 
General Davidson moved that Robert 
J. Eckhardt be allowed to take control 
of said company pending the appeal 
from the appointment of the federal 
receiver. The state held that the fed- 
eral court had no jurisdiction in the 
case. 


Fighting Two Cent Law. 

+The officers of the Southern railway 
have appealed to the United States 
circuit court in North Carolina for an 
injunction restraining the legislature 
of that state and the Virginia corpora- 
tion commission from putting into ef- 
fect the reduced passenger rate of 2 
cents a mile. This is the first instance 
in which the legal questions involved in 
the’ reduced rate laws have been 
brought before a high federal tribunal 
and will probably be the first to reach 
the supreme court for final adjudica- 
tion. 


Federal War on More Trusts. 
The department of justice has an- 
unced its intention of beginning le. 
gal action against the tobacco, har- 
vester and powder mergers. Prelim- 
inary investigations are also being 
made in other cases. 


Murder Case Like Thaw’s. 


Exceptional interest has attached to- 
the trial of Judge Loving at Houston, 


-Va., charged with the murder of Theo- 


dore Estes, Jr., who had been accused 
of wronging Loving’s daughter while 
out riding with her, because of its like- 
ness in many respects to the Thaw 
Miss Loving’ was called 
by the defense to relate the story she 
had told to her father about being mis- 
used by young Bstes, this forming the 
basis of a plea of insanity on the part 
of the defense and of moral justifica- 
tion for his act-in shooting the young 
man. As in the Thaw. case, the state 
wished to present evidence impeaching 
the truthfulness of Miss Loving’s 
story, but this Judge Barksdale would 
not allow.: * The. defense rested its case 
mainly upon the unwritten law-of jus- 
tification, ahd an acquittal was so con- 
fidently expected that no exceptions 
were noted by, the defense during the 
progress of the trial. 


Suits Against@Unsafe Railroads. 

The interstate Commerce commission 
has announced the determination of 
the department of justice to prosecute 
practically every railroad company. in 
twenty-six states to recover penalties 
for violations ‘of the safety appliance 
law. The instances of the violations 
of the laW were reported by inspectors 
of the commission. . The suits are 192 
in number against: thirty-four roads. 
The greatest’ nuinber, twenty-five, .nre 
to be brought against the Pacific 
Coast Railroad company of California.

Knox Against Nationalization. 

Pennsylvania’s “favorite son,” Sen- 
ator Knox, took his stand on the ques- 
tion of federal and state powers in 
delivering the annual address to the 
graduating class of the Yale Law 
school, his special theme being “The 
Development of the Federal Power to 
Regulate Commerce.” e replied: par- 

; ticularly to the 
proposition -ad- 
vanced by Sen- 
ator Beveridge 
in support of 
the child labor 
bill, pointing 
out that pro- 
duction is in no 
sense commerce 
and holding that 
congress may 
legistate on}- 
within thescope 
of its constitu- 
tional” powers. 
He says . that 
“legislative dis- 
cretion extends to the means and not 
to the ends.” In support of this posi- 
tion Senator Knox cited a long line 
of judicial opinions, including the re- 
cent decision of the supreme court de- 
livered by Justice Brewer if the Colo- 
rado-Kansas case. In this view it was 
maintained that the desirabitity or pop- 
ularity of a measure was beside the 
question so long as congress had no 
power toenactit., . , 

Lawmakers Disobey Hughes. 

The New York legislature adjourned 
without having passed either the reap- 
portionment or direct nomination bills 
which the governor in special messages 
had demanded in the name of the peo- 
ple and a call for an extra session was 
anticipated. 


Nebraska Reform Legislature. 

In the legislature of Nebraska which 
has just adjourned the Democratie mi- 
nority joined the Republicans in put- 
ting through many of the anticorpora- 
tion laws: whieh both. parties had 
pledged themselves to before the last 
‘elections.

To Banish Princeton Clubs. 

President Wilson of Princeton uni- 
versity has announced his intention of 
abolishing the existing upper class sys- 
tem of clubs in order to make way for 
@ novel scheme of social reorganization 
for the student body. This is part of 
the general scheme for the preceptorial 


system which has been established at. 


Princeton. There are now thirteen of 
the upper class clubs, each occupying 
‘Its own clubhouse, with an aggregate 
investment of $500,000. In place of 
these clubs President Wilson proposes 
: to draw all the 
undergraduates 
together into res- 
idential “quads,” 
= after the man- 
3 ner of the: Eng- 
mH) lish universities, 
each quad hav- 
ing its own 
sleeping and éat- 
ing arrange- 
ments separate, 
but under the 
direction of a 
member of the 
faculty and self 
governing as’ to 
. all ordinary af- 
sis fairs. For this 
President Wilson. purpose it will 
be necessary to place dormitories in 
such relation to those already erected 
as to form geographical units, and to 
erect in connection with each group @ 
kitchen, dining, servant and club rooms. 
Every undergraduate will be required 
actually to live in his quad, the mem- 
bers of which will come from every 
class. 
Some of the objects of this plan are 
to bring the faculty into close connec- 
tion with the students, to bring the 
members of the four classes together in 
daily college life} and to rid the univer- 
sity of combinations, cliques and sepa- 
rate class social organizations. In the 
‘absence of fraternities, which have 
been forbidden at Princeton, the upper 
class clubs served as a substitute for 
the fraternity idea of exclusiveness, 
and strong opposition is known to exist 
among the undergraduates and the 
younger alumni to the proposed demo- 
cratic scheme. No attempt will be 
made to make the transition quickly, 
and President Wilson thinks it will re- 
quire several years to accomplish it 
without friction or bad feeling. 


Clubs For Country Pupils. 


Superintendent Rapp of Berks coun- 
ty, Pa., is putting into execution a 
plan which has been formulating for 
some time in the effort. to impress up- 
on country boys and girls that the city 
fs not the only place to work in or the 
most desirable place to live in. The 
plan by which he is seeking to combat 
the city’s call is to establish clubs for 

s and girls. The object of the 
‘clubs is to bring the boys into competi- 
tion with each other in the matter of 
raising certain vegetables and other 
farm employments and create a friend- 
ly competition among the girls about 
their cooking, needlework and other 
housewifely employments. Prizes will 
be offered and exchanges of ideas 
made possible. It is Mr. Rapp’s hope 
that pride in doing their line of work 
well will keep many a boy and girl 
from going to the city. 


French Revolt Crushed. 

The French chamber having sus- 
tained the Clemenceau government by 
a majority of 104 in its repressive pol- 
{cy toward the rebellious prvinces of 
the south and the army having occu- 
pied »-these provinces, calmness. pre- 
vailed once more, among the wine pro- 
ducers, but Socialists freely predicted a 
serious revolutionary outburst later on. 
The mutiny of the soldiers did not ex- 
tend beyond the 600 members of the 
Seventeenth regiment. Before order 
was restored the troops had fired into 
the mobs and the latter had retaliated, 
with several killed and injured on both 
sides, The chamber proceeded to pass 
the bill to do away with wine frauds. 
Nevertheless the situation was far 
from reassuring and a former premier 
was reported as saying that “France is 
in process of dissolution.” 

M. Albert, the principal leader of the 
rebellious populace, who had been 
a high and low by the agents of 

e@ government armed with warrants 
for his arrest, suddenly turned the 
tables on his pursuers by calling volun- 
tarily upon Premier Clemenceau and 
urging .the withdrawal of the troops. 
He offered to surrender himself, but 
the premier courteously bid him go 
free as he came. Returning to his peo- 
ple, Albert counseled a continuance of 
the policy of passive resistance in sup- 
port of their minimum demands. Later 
he was taken in custody. 


Commons Vote Against Lords. 


Premier Campbell-Bannerman moved 
in the house of commons the following 
resolution: That in order to give effect 
to the will of the people as expressed 
by. their elected representatives it is 
necessary that the power of the other 
house to alter or reject bills passed by 
this house should be so restricted by 
law as to secure that, within the Iim- 
its of a single parliament, the final 
decision of the house of commons shall 
prevail.” In his speech upon this mo- 
tion the premier said that the house 
of lords had become a mere annex to 
the Unionist party, and went on to ex- 
plain his plan of limitation of the 
power of the peers. He proposed that 
if there should be a disagreement be- 
tween the two houses as to a bill orig- 
inating. in the commons this matter 
should go before a conference commit- 
tee composed of an equal number from 
each house. If the bill failed to be 
adjusted so as to meet the approval of 
a majority of the coriference it should 
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themselves that the commons predom- 
{nated as the representative ‘house of

In reply Mr. Balfour, leader of the "

American Peace Proposal. 
| The American delegation at The

to the destruction of military or naval 
establishments, and are liable to bom- 
bardment when they refuse reasonable 
requisitions for provisions and sup- 
plies. It is also. proposed that the 
bombardment of unfortified towns for 
the nonpayment of ransom be for- 
bidden. ° 

The .Germans propose that hospital 
ships cannot be captured, not being 
considered as warships and that pri- 
vate hospital ships may enjoy the same 
privilege as those authorized by gov- 
ernments, provided that they assist 
the wounded without distinction of na- 
tionality.

Parole System For Criminals. 

At the recent national congress of 
charities and corfections at Minnea- 
polis, a most interesting paper was 
read by Harris R. Cooley, director of 
public service, of Cleveland, O. He 
described the working of the parole 
system, which has been greatly ex- 
tended under the administration of 
Mayor Tom Johnson. During the six 
years of Mayor Johnson’s term of 
office over 4,000 persons have been 
pardoned or paroled. It is the theory 
in Cleveland that for a man con- 
demned to prison for the first time 
there is a psychological moment in. 
which help can be wisely given. To 
act too soon would belittle the wrong- 
doing, to wait too long would imbitter 
and herden the individual into a crim- 
inal. Only fourteen per cent of the 
paroled men have been returned to

It sometimes seems almost an impos- 
sibility to carry to completion, plans 
for public improvement. — The little 
house at the Playstead, the broken 
shrubs on the Common, the destroyed 
trees at the .“« Boulders”, all stand in 
mute protestation against the spirit of 
destruction that seems to pervade an 
altogether too large part of the youth 
of the town. Private funds have been 
donated generously to make all of these 
public improvements attractive features 
in the town life. The town has itself 
appropriated a great deal of money to 
help on in the work, and all have been

The Railroad Legislation. 


While there will probably be consid- 
erable regret felt by some people over 
the delay that is now assured in the 
consolidation of the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
and B. & M. railroads, there is being 
expressed a much wider -approval- of 
the action that has resulted so effectu- 
ally in a proper recognition by foreign 
corporations of Massachusetts law aid 
Massachusetts methods. Out of an 
original position which laid down the 
proposition that there was_no..possible 
way to restrain the acquisition of the 
Boston & Maine railroad by New 
Haven interests, events seem to have 
shaped @ very clear condition today that 
such acquisition has been absolutely 
stopped and common management of 
both roads prohibited by the legislation 
passed in the closing week of the last 
session. Probably nine out of ten of 
those who believe in the consolidation 
of these railroads approve the present 
conditions connected with it. 

The State and its business. inter. 
ests will now be placed in the position 
where they can with authority have 
something to say as to terms and pro- 
cedure, if it shall be found wise to con- 
tinue the work of giving to Massachu 
setts its railroad service through a single 
great corporation. A year will furnish 
abundant time for weighing all sides of 
this question, and whatever talk may 
have been had as to the political sig- 
nificance attaching to present move- 
ments will sink into significance when 
the value of this delay to a right settle- 
ment of the whole question is appre- 
ciated by, all the important interests 
involved. The part that Andover«has 
played in the long history of the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad has made most 
appropriate the part that has been 
taken by her representative in the 
recent agitation. Theres no difference 
between the proposition back of the 
original founding of the railroad and 
that back of the present effort. Both 
had in mind the best service for the 
public and as one has been justified by 
years, so the other seems destined to 
be justified in the future months.

A glorious Fourth. That is the ver- 
dict of the thousands of people who were 
in town yesterday to assist in celebrat- 
ing the greatest national holiday of the 
year.

Springfield Republican: — 

“All through the legislative session has 
been heard the occasional expression that 
this Legislature differed from all others 
in that the Senate was more radical than 
the House. But it is doubtful if the 
judgment is correct. It is true that the 
Senate has more radical members than 
usual, .It is true that some of these have 
made more talk than has been the rule 
in the Senate, which usually does its argu- 
ing in the reading-room and its voting in 
the chamber, but this divergence has not 
made the Senate a particularly « radical 
body measured by the actual majority 
votes passed, and that is what counts in 
the long run. But it is still true that 
the upper branch has been more staid than 
the lower, that it has been true to its 
traditions, and that after all there has 
been no such difference from the ordinary 
conditions as might be supposed from the 
comment based upon a minority of the 
senators, : 

“But there is ground for comment upon 
the House as a body, differing from the 
usual Houses, for it is rare that there 
have been so many promising young men 
among the new members. Some of these 
have been silent and have not made them- 
selves felt at all, apparently. Some have 
shown themselves to be first-class debaters, 
and have come to the front in such a way 
as to have made a state reputation. at their 
But there is large propor- 
tion of men in youth and middle life who 
give the impression ‘of being clean, able, 
energetic, thoughtful, and of the stuff that 
good public men are made. Not for a long 
time, if ever within this generation, has 
there been a House of which this trait 
has been so noticeable. 

“Speaker Cole showed his quality last 
year, and it was then recognized. During 
this session he has not falleit below his 
standard. He presided forcibly, in the 
sense that his personality is felt. by the 
House and his demand for good order is 
respected by the members. ue prestige 
has increased during the session. He has 
oe that he has marked efficiency. His 
votes have revealed prompt decision. and 
readiness in action, His rulings have 
invariably had the support of the entire 
House. He stands stronger today than 
a year ago, and he is a force to be reck- 
oned within the coming years of state 
politics,” 


The Globe says: — 

“The great’ and general court of 1907, 
which ended its labors just before mid- 
night on Friday, will go down into his- 
tory as one of the’ most industrious 
legislatures which has sat on Beacon 
hill in recent years, if the size alone of 
the blue -book can be taken as a basis 
on which to form an estimate of the 
record of achievement of the legislature 
then the general court of this year 
stands high. . For the blue book will be 
one of the largest ever published. As 
against 1050 pages last year, the blue 
book for 1907 will have approximately 
1500 pages. 

“The increased size of the acts and re- 
solves is partly on account of the vari- 
ous codifications which have been made, 
such as the codification of the election 
laws, the Boston building laws, the in- 
surance laws, etc, 

“But the legislature this year passed 75 
more acts and resolves than did its im- 
mediate predecessor—some of them be- 
ing of great importance. 

“Notably. first in the legislation of the 
year, of course, was the railroad merger 
pill. The proposed consolidtion of the 
New Haven and the Boston & Maine 
railroads was called to the attention ‘of 
the legislature three weeks ago, when the 
presiding officers were expressing the con- 
viction that before June 17 the legislators 
would have left the State House. — 

“Following the preliminary action of 
the 10 democratic senators who peti- 
tioned for a drastic antimerger bill, 
with little chance of any action: by their 
republican brethren,. who were in a 
large majority in the two branches, Gov. 
Guild brought matters to.a focus by 
senditfg a special message to the legis- 
lature insisting on some action to safe- 
guard the interests of the common- 
wealth if, as then seemed likely, the 
control of the only domestic railroad 
corporation left in the state was to 
pass to. the New Haven road. - 

“This message followed a conference 
the governor had with Pres. Mellen of 
the New:Haven road, in which tke lat- 
ter had informed his excellency as to 
his plans. ; ; 

“Following the receipt of the governors 
message Speaker Cole took the matter 
up and stood sponsor for a measure 
which went even further than did the 
governor’s recommendations, The final 
bill which went through the legislature 
included all of the governor’s recom-

A SATURDAY NIGHT SCENE. 


The Awful Spectacle That a Bitterly 
Cold Evening In Winter Disclosed to 
the Wayfarer in the Streets—The 
Hucksters and Their Customers. 


Let me show you something which is 
more terrible than tragedy and more 
hideous than vice. It is a close wedged 
procession of thousands of happy but 
shabby men and women and children 
passing at a crawl between shop win- 
dows and costermongers’ barrows on 
a Saturday night in winter in south- 
east London. The wind from the 
Thames blows hither and thither the 
flames and naphtha lamps and makes 
them tug and hiss at the greasy burn- 
ers. It is bitterly cold. Women draw 
their gray shawls closer over their 
heads; men turn up their coat collars, 
hump their shoulders and thrust their 
hands deeper in their pockets, and the 
blue faced children, squeezed between 
the legs of the crawling multitude; 
shiver and snuffle as they creep so 
slowly forward. with chattering teeth 
and purple lips, which twitch and 
shudder, half from cold and half from 
hunger. 

Look at some of the faces. The 
women have their hair dragged back 
from their foreheads. The eyes are 
hardly visible. The noses are short and 
broad. The blubber lips reach across 
their swollen faces. _The men have 
shifty eyes. Their underjaws project. 
There is nothing in their faces which 
suggests dignity or kindness. On all 
the faces you. read satisfaction and 
content. Even the starving children 
peep about with excitement. 

On the top rail of a stall, stuck upon 
hooks and just high enough to grin 
above the multitude, are the heads of 
two sucking pigs.. The eyes are half 
open and wear a glassy smile. Round 
the rim of the ears and at the edge of 
the open grinning lips is a Hne of 
blood. They seem to hang there like 
the presiding deities of the market, the 
gods of this sordid festival. 

Butchers stand before their open 


windows, calling loudly and briskly |: 


for customers and reaching down. joints 
of meat from steel hooks, which they 
fling to a man inside to be weighed. 
Children, bareheaded and in rags, 
thrust themselves among the crowd, 
offering beet roots on pieces of dirty 
newspaper. The street {s filled with 
cries, There is a smell of fish and 
fusty garments. Into our faces as we 
go forward foul, fat women with 
hoarse voices shove handfuls of animal 
matter—things all bloody and dreadful 
—and tell us that the cost is only two- 
pence. At another barrow an old wo- 
map-and her three daughters are sell- 
ing for pennies, twopences, —thtee- 
pences and fourpences: the loathsome 
oddments from their rag shop. Blouses, 
stays, petticoats, nightdresses, trou- 
sers, waistcoats and caps—all of them 
80 sodden and musty that we doubt if 
they would burn—are snatched up from 
the wide stall, flourished in the light 
of the naphtha lamps and flung across 


to the highest bidder for .a few coppers. i 


And, while this marketing is going on 
and while. the air fs filled with the 
hoarse shouts of the hucksters, out 
from the public houses, like bees dis- 


‘lodged froma swarm, drop men and 


women, many of them carrying babies 
in their arms, and slouch away- into 
the. darkness of. some - neighboring 
court. ‘The gin shops are crammed— 
crammed with men, women and chil- 
dren, The more careful housewives 
are fingering bits of meat scarce fit for 
dogs and haunting the stalls till they 
have collected enough for Sunday’s 
dinner, but when this is done they, too, 
fight their way into the gin shops and 
drink till closing time. In and out of 
the pawnbrokers’ shops pass the moth- 
ers who wish to rescue their best 
clothes for the Sunday. The money 
lenders’ doors are never still.--And the 
crowd in the street grows denser and 
noisier. The smell of it fills the soul 
with nausea. : “ 

A young man, with a child or two in 
his arms, comes out of a public house. 
His wife and a girl friend follow after 
him, mocking him for going home go 
early. The wife carries a baby of three 
or four months in her arms. 
middle of the road the girls begin to 
dance and sing. The husband turns 
round and laughs. The child in his 
arms, with dazed eyes, watches her 
mother singing and dancing. The dirty 
linen cap on the baby’s head slips off 
as the mother whirls about, and we 
see the poor little bald head going 
round and round in the glare of the 
naphtha. How that tiny brain must 
swim! How it must wonder at the 
shrill laughter of its swaying mother! 
The baby is no larger than a skinned 
rabbit. Round and round, round and 
round, to the shrieked tune of “Sally, 
Sally, Was In the Ballet,” while the 
husband stands grinning and the girl 
friend suddenly reels and goes down 
behind a barrow, chuckling and curs- 
ing.—Detroit News.

JOHN J. BUNKER. 

Methuen-suffered_the loss of a well 
known citizen who had resided in the 
town for many’ years, Saturday fore- 
noon, John J. Bunker passing away 
very suddenly at his home on High 
street, a short time after returning 
from a business trip to New York 
City. Mr Bunker had been in the 
tailoring business many years. 

He left New York Friday night, 
returning home via) Fall River, to 
which city he traveled by boat ar- 
riving early Saturday morning and 
taking the train to Boston. He left 
Boston at 8.45 o’clock and was taken 
suddenly. ill on the train, being. con- 
veyed to his home in a carriage from 
the railroad station in Lawrence. 

He expired almost immediately upon 
reaching his home in Methuen, his 
death occurring in the vicinity of 11 
o'clock. The cause has not yet been 
determined, but it is known that ‘his 
stomach was affected. ~ 

The deceased leaves a. widow and 
one adopted son, John C. Bunker, 
who is employed in Warwick, N. Y. 

Mr. Bunker was born in Barnstead, 
N. H., in 1839.. He enlisted from Ha- 
verhill in the navy in June, 1861, and 
was honorably discharged in June, 
1865, serving four years. He was on 
the ship Cumberland when it was 
sunk. His war record was excellent. 

He joined W. B. Greene Post, 10, 
G. A. R., of Methuen in 1888, and 
was a member of Kearsarge lodge, K. 
of P. He was a member of the Meth- 
uen Congregational church. . 

The funeral services were con- 
ducted from the family -home on 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock, by 
the Rev. C. H. Oliphant, pastor of 
the Congregational church, Methuen, 
of which the deceased had been a 
member for thé past 20 years.

THE SPEAKER’S MACE. 


Origin of the Emblem of Authority 
Used In Congress. 

At the right of the speaker’s desk 
in the hall. of the house of represent- 
atives in the capitol at Washington 
stands a large cylindrical pedestal 
made of highly polished green marble. 

When the house is called to order 
each day, the sergeant at arms or one 
of his deputies places upon the pedes- 
tal the mace, which is the symbol of 


authority in the house. When the body - 


adjourns he removes it and keeps it in 
safety until the house meets again. 

This mace is of very ancient and 
honorable origin. Under the old Ro- 
man republic the magistrates passed 
on foot from one place to another ad- 
ministering justice, trying public of- 
fenders and imposing penalties. 

Each of these magistrates was. at- 
tended by a small body of men known 
as lictors, whose duty it was-to make 
way for the officers of the law, pre 
serve order, make arrests and inflict 
punishment on condemned citizens. 

‘Each of these lictors carried with 
him a bunch of rods tied together 
with thongs and having an ax bound 
to the outside of it. The thongs were 
used for scourging and the ax for 
beheading. Sentences imposed by. the 
magistrates were at once carried out. 
Those bundles of rods were known as 


fasces: When the Romans conquered . 


Britain the use of the fasces as a sym- 
bol was brought with them, and many 
other Roman customs remained with 
the British people. 

, While it was no longer used for in- 
flicting punishment, it continued to be 
used as a symbol by the early English 
magistrates, and when an officer ap- 
peared carrying the fasces his au- 
thority was immediately accepted by 
all. It was, in effect, his badge of 
office. 

The English form of the fasces was 
slightly changed in that the ax was 
placed inside of the bundle of rods, 
with the blade protruding from the 
top. 

The great councils of the early 
Saxons gradually developed into one 
general body, which in the fourteenth 
century became known as the house 
of commons. In all these earlier coun- 
cils the use of the fasces was con- 
tinued, but it then came to be known 
as the mace, which has remained as 
the emblem of legislative authority in 
that body down to the present day. 

The house of representatives of the 
United States was modeled closely 
after the house of commons by the 
framers of our constittition, and the 
usage of the mace was borrowed from 
the English custom. 

The first mace adopted by the house 
, Was destroyed by fire when the Brit- 
ish burned the capitol in 1814. From 
1814 until 1842 a mace of painted wood 
did service, but in the latter year the 
present mace was made after the model 
of the original one.—Cleveland Plain 
Dealer.

Tobacco Smoke Poisonous. 

“It is often sajd that tobacco smoke 
is a powerful germicide. The com- 
position of tobacco smoke is complex, 
the principal constituents being oils of 
a tarry nature. Nicotine itself is a 
strong germicide, but the quantity of 
this poison in tobacco smoke is minute. 
The oily matter which accumulates In 
a tobacco pipe is highly poisonous, but 
does not contain any appreciable quan- 
tity of nicotine, the chief constituent 
of this residue being a very poisonous 
oil known as pyridine. Tobacco smoke 
contains a decided quantity of cal- 
bon monoxide, which is a preservative 
and- which must possess germicidal 
properties. One of the principal con- 
stituents accounting for the germicidal 
properties of tobacco smoke is the pow- 
erful antiseptic formaldehyde.New 
York Herald. ;
